The Office of the Governor received your email on August 30, 2019 requesting, pursuant to the 
Freedom of Information Act (“FOIA”), W. Va. Code § 296-1-1, et seq,^ copies of the following records: 

[A]ll correspondence, including emails and other methods of communication, between anyone 
in the Governor’s office and any officials, lawyers or lobbyists from FirstEneigy or any affiliate 
companies such as FirstEnergy Solutions, concerning the Pleasants Power Plant, House Bill 
207, or any efforts/legislation aimed at assisting that facility or avoiding its potential closure. 

This request is meant to include any correspondence between Jan. 16, 2017, and today, Aug. 

30, 2019. 

Any documents in the custody of the Governor’s office regarding House Bill 207 or any related 
initiatives or legislation concerning the Pleasants Power Plant. This request is meant to include 
any draft legislation, talking points, reports, legislative analysis, or other materials in the 
custody of the Governor’s office as those terms are defined in the state Act. 

Any documents in the custody of the Governor’s office regarding a case styled as FirstEnergy 
Solutions V. Bluestone Energy, Case Number 18-50757, pending in the U.S. Bankruptcy Court 
for the Northern District of Ohio, as part of the case “In Re: FirstEnergy Solutions.” This 
portion of our request is meant to include any reports, court filings, emails or other 
correspondence concerning this matter. 

This office has completed its search tor and review of the public records in its custody that fall within 
the scope of your request. Enclosed please find a copy of the record that is responsive under FOIA. The 
responsibilities of this office in connection with your FOIA request are now at an end. You are advised that 
FOIA affords you the opportunity to seek injunctive or declaratory relief in the Circuit Court of Kanawha 
County, West Virginia. Please let us know if we can be of further assistance. The fee for reproducing the 
enclosed materials is hereby waived.
